"Tho fact is that we have had very 


little war in the last 25 years, and one 
of the reasons has been "the rivalry in 
preparation for war and the certainty 
of financial disaster to some nations 
which must follow. 


Importance of Arbitration. 


"Among these great nations there is 


the conservatism of domestic stability 
nnd the law-abiding character of the 
population. Universal treaties of arbi- 
tration for such countries arc of the 
highest importance as probably furnish- 
ing a means "by which all may be in- 
duced, ultimately to reduce their arma- 
ments, wiien it shall become apparent 
that arbitration is a real and practical 


ubstitute for war. 


I would not therefore minimize the 


mportanee of such treaties in the ulti- 
nate cause of peace; but I wish to point 
ut that at present wars chiefly arise, 
ot between well-ordered nations having 
rell-armed. well-recruited, and well-dis- 
iplined forces, but out of internecine 
trife.

The Proposed Treaties. 


The president then went at some 


ength into a review of internal condi- 
.ions in-,Honduras »'"' Nicaragua, the

n the treaties for discharging these ob- 
ligations. Tb* cast of the United States 
and Santo Domingo was citod in proof 
of the value of the arrangement. Con- 
tinuing, the president said: 


"There is a very decided objection in 


the senate to the approval of these trea- 
ties. I doubt if I can fairly state tlresc 
objections. This is dun, perhaps, to the 
depth of my conviction that the treaties 
might to be ratified.because they arc of 
the utmost importance in the promotion 
of peace on this hemisphere, in a region 
wiitrc there has been no peace. The 
general argument seems to be that we 
ought not to involve ourselves in en- 
tangling alliances with, republics in this 
hemisphere, or to engage in what seems 
a .mere banking arrangement for the 
promotion of a banking contract. It is 
objected that this is 'dollar diplomacy, 
and that we ought to have none of it. 
Give a dog-a bad name arid you know 
what follows. To call a particular piece 
of statecraft 'dollar diplomacy' is to in- 
voke the condemnation of muckraking 
journals. •who«e-chief- capital is in Ihe 
use of phrases of a, lurid character. Ihe 
United States did not enter into this 
treaty' for the promotion of its own 
banking business or that of any of its 
citizens! It was thought advisable to 
favor a contract with American bankers 
rather than with foreign bankers, be- 
cause such a contract would tend to keep

It 
has been wiiil in favor of such treaties 
as this that by virtue of the Monroe doc- 
trine all these countries arc more or less 
under our guardianship; that we have 
guaranteed, in a sense, their integrity 
againttt invaxiou by Kuropean countries; 
and that it is, therefore, our duty, where 
n European country acting for its own( 
citizens or subjects .takes forcible meas- 
ures to collect tlieir debts from «"ch re- 
publics, to say: 'You must keep off and 
we will undertake properly to adjust 
your claims." Now, it is this argument, 
it seems to me, an much as anything, 
that has aroused opposition to the trea- 
ties, lii-cause it proeeodn upon premises 
that arc calculated to engender discus- 
sion and dispute. Opponents of the ar- 
gument say that no country has the 
right, to use forcible iiieanures to collect 
the debts contracted with its citizens by 
u foreign government, and that the po- 
sition our government ought to take is. 
not to secure payment of the debt, but 
merely to say. 'S'ou can not take forci- 
ble measures" for this purpose, because 
it is in violation of the Monroe doctrine/ 
ii ml that this is far enough for the Uni- 
ted States to go. 


"Kurther, it 
is vigorously 
denied 


that the Monroe doctrine requires th 
United States to intervene in debt-col- 
lecting expeditions because they do not 
contemplate 
the 
destruction of the 


government whose property is seized 
but onlv the forcible collection of the 
debt. 
Mr. John Bassett Moore points 


out that such expeditions in the past 
have never incurred the condemnation 
of this government, or its objection, on 
the ground that the Monroe doctrine 
prevented it. He says that doctrine Is 
limited solely to an invasion of the 
territory of the governments in this 
hemisphere with the purpose of chang' 
ing the form of government. 


A Moral Obligation.

who look at our position in this hemi 
sphere must recognize that in 
the

American Union." the United States i 
tho most powerful, the lending country 
and nil must hope that through the in 
(Inence of the United States nnd tin 
other countries at pence, those ropub 
lies nt war may he brought to a stafc 
of peace. We have progressed bcyon 
the time in civilization when we ca 
stand up and say of our neighbors tlia 
.we have no interest whether they or 
at peace or at war. We are neighbor 
of the Central American republics. W 
have always felt it incumbent upon u 
to help them out of their difficulties 
and to intervene nntl prevent 
thoi 


from cutting eneh other's throats. Ou 
enormous interest in Panama only ac- 
centuntes the necessity for our Inking 
care that those countries so i-.enr the 
Isthmus shall not be the scene of-war- 
fare which might threaten the useful- 
ness of the canal. For many years it 
has been our function to intervene here 
to protect foreign property, nnd to use 
our good offices to bring nbout. peace. 
This is the one spot in the civilized 
world today where there is more dan 
ger of constant war than any other. 
We arc so situntod with reference to 
these five republics that we nrc cer- 
tain to get a Inrge part of the trade 
which pence nnd the, tranquil develop- 
ment must greatly enlarge. 
Whether 


we take formal steps to give as a right 
to intervene, or not,, we shall have 
thrust upon us in almost every qnar 
tcr the necessity for intervening. Is it 
not better that "we should step in with 
due authority nnd net with directness 
and promptness to suppress wnr thnu 
that we should nllow it to go on be- 
i-niiao we l«ck authority to interfere:

Is Up to the Senate. 


"Having ta'ken this step in Santo 
oniingo. and having shown how str-

face of the nail, between .it and the 
finger. This is not only unsightly, but 
it is often the cause of actual danger, 
as 
this- forms a 
lodgment 
for the 


germs of disease. Not only is it nec- 
essary for doctors and nurses to give 
the moet scrupulous attention to the 
care of nails, but 
we should insist 


npon domestics and housewives giving 
the greatest attention to their nails. 


The hands should always be washed 


immediately before going to tho table, 
and 
cleaning the nails is always a 


finishing touch in washing the hands. 


For the 
p'urpose of cleansing 
the 


nails, an orange stick or nail-file should 
be used, nnd never the point of scis- 
sors or the Wade of .1 knife, for either 
of these causes a roughening of the 
under surface of the nnils. whereby the 
lodgment, of dirt 
becomes only 
till- 


more securely fixed. After tile, use of 
the nail-file, the nail-burgh should be 
'lifted, followed ngnin by the use of the 
file or stick. If there is n. tendency to

nail, it can be obviated by the use of 
cold cream nt night.

tiring, the fingers should be dipped into 
cold cream, and let the tips take up 
just as much as they will retain, and 
after this dipped into talcum powder.

400 beet sugar factories with the 
same capacity as the seventy odd now 
flourishing iii fourteen different states 
would be required according to officials 
of the department of agriculture. They 
Bay the erection of additional factories 
is entirely feasible and there is no roa- 
Bon why it should not be .done. 


Sugar beet production has been one of 


the hobbies of Secretary Wilson. He has 
advocated sugar beet culture on an ex- 
tensive scale, and created the board of 
sugar beet investigation to study scien- 
tific cultivation of the. plant, seed pro- 
duction, sugar reduction, climatic effect 
and other things affecting the sugar beet 
industry. 


He has made personal investigations of 


tlic sugar beet industry in California, 
Colorado 
and 
Michigan—the 
leading 


sugar beet states of the country. 


Laboring on Seed Problem. 


Dr. B. T. Ualloway, chief of the bu- 


reau of plant industry, which has charge 
of the sugar beet investigation, said: 


'•The department has done everything 


in its power to encourage the sugar beet 
industry in this country. It has had its 
elTect. but the work is slow for some rea- 
son, or other. 
Possibly the fact that 


practically all feed has to he imported 
from Europe has had something to do 
•with keeping practical sugar men out . f 
it. 
This we are overcoming gradually.

pose of the legislature in the first in- 
stance was to require the applicant to 
malic his notice so precise with re- 
spect to the location of the, premises 
'that no person could possibly be. mis- 
led or deceived. 
JSot only that all 


persons living in the. township who 
might be interested in the location of 
a liquor establishment therein, but 
that the board of commissioners or 
court itself would be informed of the 
precise location where 
the business 


was proposed to lie conducted. Judge 
'Mitchell in Kslingcr v. East ct al 100 
Ind. -134-6 speaking upon this subject 
says: "And we are not persuaded 
that although the enquiry must al- 
ways be to the fitness of the applicant 
to 'be entrusted with the sale of in- 
toxicating Jlqnors, involving his moral- 
ity, habits, sobriety,.etc., the legisla- 
ture may have intended that such fit- 
ness may have some relation to the 
locality where it is proposed to set 
up in" business.'" The importance of 
such exactness and precision of loca 
tion and description is not so apparent 
perhaps in the country as it is where 
the business is to be carried on in or 
near resident portions of cities and 
towns, and other congested districts, 
but laws arc general in their npplica 
tiou and cannot be made to expand or 
contract according to the _particular 
place or situation. 


Commenting upon and construing 


the requirements of this statutory no- 
tice. Judge Elliott, in the case of Bar- 
nard v. Graham, et al. 120 Ind. at page 
137, involving a notice somewhat sim 
ilar to the one we are here consider- 
ing, said: "The language of the stat- 
ute is unusually strong. It is declared 
that the notice .shall state the location 
but it is declared that it shall' state 
Mm 'precise location.'"

is not meant that there shall be : 
detailed description of the kind of a 
house or any such thing as that." To 
my mind there is very little difference 
between tly. words "exact location" 
and the words "precise location." They 
are in fact synonomons. At the time 
that decision was rendered there was 
no statute requiring 
any particular 


written application to be filed. It has 
never been considered necessary to de- 
scribe the particular kind or construc- 
tion of the building in the notice. But 
the Nicholson law has made it neces- 
sary to locate exactly and specifically 
the particular room in which the busi- 


. 
ness is to be carried on in a written 
application, in addition to the. location 
of the premises set out in the notice.

DECEIVING THE WOODPECKERS. 


As the Wind Hums Over Telegraph Wires 


It Is Mistaken for Insects. 
(Washington Evening Star.) 


How far the wonrlprrki-r's gooil work 


outweighs his hail mirk is discussed 
by tho department of agriculture in a 
bulletin juat issued by W. L. McAtee. 
The bulletin is nn interesting volume 
for bird lovers, being illustrated with 
colored pictures of the birds, many of 
them showing the destructive work n" 
both woodpeckers and 
sapsuekerfl 
on 


trees and buildings. 


Mr. McAtfic says that the general good 


done by the woodpeckers largely out- 
weighs tlie harm. The birds nest ns a 
rule in trees that are already dead or 
dying, and in their attacks on the live 
trees they rid the forests of some of the 
worst insect tree pests and get the sort 
of boring and other insects that ordinary 
birds cannot possibly reach. 


It is not generally known that wood- 


peckers in some regions 
do 
material 


damage to telegraph and telephone lines, 
boring the poles until they are so weak- 
ened a.s to break off in a wind. 
They 


are known to bore the sort of holes they 
habitually make hunting insects in sound 
poles where there is not a trace of insect 
life. It is thought that the humming of 
the wind in the wires attracts them, 
Bounding like insects inside the pole, [n 
Texas, Arizona and New and Old Alexi- 
co the attacks of woodpeckers on tele- 
graph poles have been extensive arid seri- 
ous, and the Southern Pacific has suffered 
a great deal in this way. 


The bulletin states that it, is bad pol- 


icy to kill the birds, as the good they 
do the forests largely outweighs 
the 


harm. 
One method of protecting poles 


or anything else attacked by the birds 
is to furnish them with a ready-made 
nesting box-. 
These, boxes are made 


from a short length of

limh 


with a hole bored for t.he nest.
